Hampton's Interview with Hajes. 

Gov. Hampton, accompanied by 
Senator Gordon and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Conner, of South Carolina, says 
a special dispatch, had an interview 
by appointment. The conversation 
was of a free and general character. 
It related primarily to the question 
as to the probable condition of the 
State in case the troops were with-, 
The points urged by Gov. 
Hampton and his friends, were as 
follows: "First, they claimed there 
an imperative necessity for speedy 
action as the planting interests of 
South.Carolina are in absolute dan-, 
ger of destruction by reason of. the 
present unsettled state of affairs. 
The labor system being now in pros 
■ss of disintegration, and although 
ie season for planting is already at 
hand, the planters are nnab'e as 
heretofore to obtain advances of 
money from merchants and factors, 
and this disastrous condition of af- 
fairs they said would continue ui 
some stable system of governmi 
shall have been established. In sho; t, 
business is paralyzed and credit 
most entirely destroyed throughout 
the State in consequence of its pres- 
ent unsettled condition." The Pros 
ident replied that it was his purpose, 
to carry out in good faith the prom 
ises of his inaugural address, as he 
was deeply anxious to bring peace 
and quiet to the distracted portions 
of the State.

Not long before his death Cannon 
Kin«sley drew attention to the sur- 
prising number of small men 
lo be seen in a London crowd. 
According to h m it was the sign cf 
the deterioration of the race. But 
there are two ways of looking at 
everything, and for the comfort and 
consolation of small peopl- we would 
point out that it might almost be ta- 
ken as an indication of intellectual 
progress. Many — we might almost 
say most — of the great men of histo- 
ry have been of short stature, from 
the days of that ancient philosopher, 
who, as the story goes, was so d: 
minntive th it he had to carry lead i 
his pocket to prevent Ids being blown 
away. Canute the Grant, for 
stance, was a singularly small n 
Napoleon, -too, was little; Nelson had 
no height to boast of, and the great 
Conde was short enough. Ililde- 
brand — Gregory VII.— the mightiest 
of all the Popes, was also quite a di- 
minutive person. Then among men 
of letters, poets and philosophers. 
Montaigne, the essayist, was little; 
so was Pope — "a little crooked thing 
that asked questions;" so was Dry- 
den, so was Dr. Watts, who insisted, 
as we all know, on the mind being 
the stature of the man; and so was 
Scarron, who, alluding at once to his 
litt'e size, called himself "an abridge- 
ment of human miseries." Will any 
one, after such names as these— and 
the list might be indefinitely extend- 
ed — look down on little men with 
cisdain? 

What Registered Letters Are. 

An exchange says: "The quess 
tion is very often asked: What is 
the difference between a registered 
letter and any other? The differ- 
ence is lh.at a registered letter does 
lot go in the mail proper. It pass- 
es from hand to hand outside of the 
nil pouches, every person through 
hose hands it passes being reeubed 
to sign a receipt for it on receiving 
it, and secure a receipt for it on 
it over to the next transit. 
The person holding the last receipt 
is thus always able lo show who is 
accountable for its loss. The res 
sponsibility rests upon the man who 
has signed a rece'pt lor the register- 
ed ptckage, and who is not able to 
produce the package or a receipt 
from somebody else for" it. 

The safest way to send money is 
by money order. Where it does not 
go to a money order office it should 
always be sent in a registered pack 
i. Money ought not to be sent 
m ordinary letter under any cir- 
cumstances There is no 'Oisilie 
way of tracking such a etter. 



Liability of Express Companies. 

An important decision was recent- 
ly made by the Supreme Court of 
' York, in a cause brought be- 
fore it. The circumstances were as 
fol ows: A lady received what she 
supposed was a receipt from the 
New York transf r company, for n 
trunk which was to be taken from 
the New Haven dep t to Brooklyn. 
Instead of it being a receipt was a 
tract by which the Company was 
not to be held liable, in case of loss 
formoie than one hundred dollars. 
The trunk waslost,-and the contents 
were worth more than the shin 
named.- A suit was brought to re- 
cover the value of the trunk, the 
company refu-ing to pay over one 
hundred dollars; and the court held, 
that while it common Cirri r may 
make a contract Inviting bis liabilhy, 
yet as the' lady asked for arVceip , 
and had the right t > decline any 
contract and compel the company to 
take the property under the com- 
mon carrier, she was not bound by 
ti.e phraseology appearing on the re- 
ceipt, as she had not uerceived ii. 
The decision was for the plaintiff.

Hampton's Reception. 

Columbia, SC, April 6.— Gov- 
ernor Hampton arrived this p. m. 
on a spec; al train accompanied by 
large military and civil delegations 
from Charlotte aud all points in this 
Stat.; on the line of r«ad. He was 
received by the entire military, fire 
and other organizations at the de- 
pot, where the procession was lorm- 
ed and headed by a band of the 18th 
United States infantry, and was es- 
corted amid great enthusiasm to Car- 
olina hall, where he \va^ inauguras 
tedDectmber 1 st, addressing an 
immense crowd of people. He an- 
nounced that his policy in the future 
would be one of peace and harmony, 
that he would support Presideni 
Hayes as long as he pursued the 
policy indicated in his inaugural ads 
dress. The Governor reiterated the 
pledges made to the colored people 
in tiis campaign speeches, and said 
that in the administration of the law 
he should know no race.

Capture of West Redmond. 

The details of the capture of this 
noted murderer and desperado are 
published in full in the Atlanta Con- 
stitution of the 7th inst. As he 
made the lower edge of this county 
his home for Several years, and some 
of his deeds of lawlessness t are still 
fresh in the minds of our citizens, we 
give a portion of the particulars, ae 
they will no doubt prove of interest. 

After making his escape from the 
penitentiary he wandered around 
the country for some time, finally 
settling in Chattooga county he be- 
came very intimate with a man nam- 
ed *Beck. In some way or other this 
man got the secret of his rast life. 
Last fall Beck killed a man in Chat 
tooga, and after being tried, was 
sentenced to be hanged next month. 
He was thenhroughtto Fulton coun- 
ty jail where he was lodged for safe 
keeping. 

Some time during March Mrs. 
Beck and Mrs. Wacasy, who shared 
the intimacy of their husbands, had a 
l.ttle broil. The quarrel between 
them became bitterer and bitterer, 
and Mr. Wacasy thought fit to inter- 
fere. He therefore walked into the 
row, aud gave Mrs. Beck a pretty 
plain piece of his mind. 

Mr. Beck, smarting under this 
rj.ttnent wrote to her incarcerated 
husband, giving him a full account 
of what Mr. Wacasy had done and 
s;.id. This enraged Mr. Beck, and 
he at once determined to avenge his 
wife's wrongs. He sent for Mr. 
Bo. netl, of the Atlanta police force, 
and told him he knew where an ess 
caped murderer was lying out. He 
said that the man pretending to be 
Wacasy in Chattooga was really 
John W. Redmond, who murdered a 
ro in Lumpkin county on tfte 
6th of September, 1870, and was 
seutenced therefor to twenty years 
in the penitentiary. 

Bonnoll did not pay much attens 
tion to the story, but when Mr. Kel- 
lett, the sheriff of Chattooga, come 
down alter Beck, told him what Beck 
had said. Mr. Kellett seemed to be 
very much interested, and said "he 
could put his hands on Wacasy 
without any trouble." 

He went home, and wrote a letter 
to Gov. Colquitt, asking wnethe 
any reward was outstanding for this 
man or not. He went on to say that 
if no reward was outstanding, he 
would deliver him to any part of the 
State for one hundred dollars. 

Governor Colquitt promptly en- 
closed this letter to Judge Under- 
wood, instructing him to have the 
sheriff arrest the supposed criminal 
at once or he would revoke the sher- 
iff's commission. The judge sent 
for the sheriff and asked him if he 
knew where the man was. The 
sheriff replied that he did. The 
judge then ordered him to arrest 
him at once and deliver hiru in At- 
lanta. [It may be annou ced he>e 
that the Governor's policy will be 
in the future to instantly revoke the 
commission of any officer who hesi- 
tates in bis duty to look in the ques- 
tion of a reward.] 

Mr. Kellett, ietnrned to Chatooga 
and set about making the arrest. He 
went to W T acasy's house and demans 
ded admission. Wacapy refused to 
open the door, and the sheriff was 
fo ced lo break it down. As he en- 
tered he found Wacasy very much 
agitated, but arrested him without 
resistance and bi ought him to Ats 
lanta, and carried him to the office 
of Capt. Nelms, the keeper of the 
penitentiary, 

Captain Nelms, who had been ad- 
vised of the case, prepared to send 
Wacasy to the gang of convicts un- 
der control of Mess s. Grant Mr. 
Wacasy, who is a very iatel igent 
man, spoke up quickly and said: 

"But I am 'lot the man you are 
looking for! My name is Wacasy. I 
have a broth, r in Rome, and ca-i ful- 
ly establish my identity as Wacasy " 

Sheriff Kellett h re interrupted 
him with the following statement: 
"When 1 arr- xled him, he said to 
me, "So Beck told on me,, has he? 
His wife said he had, but I • didn't 
much believe it."

Burning of the Rockdale County 
Jail. 

The details of the burning of the 
county jail at Conyers are published 
in full in the Atlanta Constitution of 
the 10. h inst. Two negroes were 
confined in the building at the time 
of the burning, and were roasted to 
death. They were both sentenced 
to the penitentiary. It is thought 
that the fire originated from the 
pouring of kerosene oil into the lock 
by parties on the outside in order to 
burn it out, and secure the freedom 
of the imprisoned wretches. 

It says: The steps to the entrance 
were burned away when first discov- 
ered. The doorway and the whole 
top of the house was in a mass of 
flames. The heat was so intense 
that no one could approach the 
building. Some how or other, an 
axe was thrown over into the duns 
geon and the negroes began to try 
and cut their way out of the stifling 
den in which they were caged. On 
Iy a few moments were left as the 
tire was already beginning to burn 
through the solid upper floor, when 
it wculd send a shower of blazing 
logs and embers down ou the poor 
wretches. The dungeon, as it is 
usual with country jails, was made 
of a layer of huge logs, heavily 
weatherboarded on each side, The 
negroes speedily cut through the 
first weathcrboarding and had pushs 
ed several pieces of the outer plank 
off. They could now be plainly seen 
by the crowd, who encouraged them 
with shouts and advice. It remain- 
ed for them to cut through two .or 
three of the heavy logs, that they 
might force themselves through. 

They recommenced their work, 
and flew at it with desperation. The 
inexorable flames drew nearer and 
the poor wretches, frantic with pans 
ic and fear, shrieked, and prayed, 
and cursed as they tugged like mads 
men at the stubborn and unyielding 
logs. It looked at one time as if 
they might have escaped, but the 
flames suddenly burst downward 
through th* upper floor and swept 
down the outside of the walls, lit- 
erally enveloping the fa ed men in a 
net of flames.''

A A'ew Vein Unean.hed in North 
Carolina. 

A late dispatch from Washington 
says very extensive revenue frauds 
in the manufacture of tobacco in 
North Carolina have recently been 
discovered, and the department 
purposes taking vigorous measures 
to bring the parties concerned in 
them to s-peedy punishment. 

■Some thirty manufacturers of the 
county of Surrey are charged 
participation in these fraudulent 
transactions, and have been indicted 
before a grand-jury of the United 
States circuit court from the Wes 1 - 
tern district of North Carolina 
within the past few days, through 
the efforts of revenue agents Brooks 
and Wagner. Maj. Wagner has 
charge of the district in which, these 
frauds were perpetrated. As a 
means of deterring tho revenue 
agents from the performance of their 
duties a number of suits have been 
brought against them for alleged 
technical violations of the law, but 
the department has signified its in- 
tentions to ful'y sustain the agents 
in tbei.' prosecution of these and all 
other violators of the internal reve- 
■me laws, and has assured them that 
the power of the government will be 
invoked to protect them against all 
such suits. 

The frauds discovered in North 
Carolina are estimated by the reve- 
ue agents to exceed one-third oi 
the total amount of internal revenue 
taxes collecte.l in that State.

Provision Prospects.

An in- 
telligent merchant remarked, a few 
days ago, that corn was so cheap in 
Atlanta that it did not pay to buy 
it West of Tennessee, and that it 
had to be sold at a very small profit 
when purchased in that State. 

The commencement of war be- 
tween the great powers of Europe 
and Asia will, during the next six 
months, advance very rapidly meats 
and bread-stuffs. We may expect 
to see corn selling at one dollar per 
bushel before the summer is gone; 
flour from ten to fifteen dollars per 
barrel, and bacon at not less than 
twenty cents per pound. 



The Mining Record, good authori- 
ty, says the production of silver bes 
tween 1492 and 1848, in the Ameri- 
cas, exceed that of gold nearly as 
three to one, and in all the world as 
two to one, while from 1848 to 1874 
the ratio of production has been re- 
rersed, and gold has taken the 
relation, in proportion to silver, of 
slightly above two to one. The total 
amount of gold produced since the 
discovery of this hemisphere, all 
told, up to 1874, in round numbers, 
has not been greater than 8,780 mil- 
lions of dollars, and during the last 
twenty-six years barely 5,200 millions 
of dollars, that is to say, an annual 
average production of about 200 
millions of dollars.

Tho Sewing Machine Swindle. 

The following from the New York 
Herald, says an exchange, will no 
doubt be of interest to the people of 
this section who have been fleeced 
by the Singer and other sewing ma- 
chine companies. This decision was 
a righteous one and to the point: 

Judge Gilbert's decisive action in 
a sewing machine case tried before 
him in Brooklyn will be very gener- 
ally commended. The agent of a 
sewing machine company had sold a 
machine to a person on what is 
known as a "lease." The payments 
under such a sale are to be made by 
installments, but the machine is only 
"leased" to the purchaser, the pay 
ments are designated "rent," and 
when default is made, is, even on the 
very last installment, the agent steps 
in, reclaims the machine and retains 
all the money that has been paid 
upon it. This one-sided bargain is 
a cheat on its face, and besides, a 
large addition is generally made to 
the honest price of the machine 
when thus sold on time. In the 
Brooklyn case the purchaser hac 
paid $80, when, failing in meeting 
an installment, the machine was 
seized and carried off by the agent. 
The victimized purchaser brought 

it to recover the amount he had 
paid. Judge Gilbert immediately 
directed the not unwilling jury to 
to give plaintiff a verdict for the full 
amount with interest. The counsel 
for the company pleaded for delay. 
"Not an instant," was Judge Gil- 
bert's reply. This is treating these 
sharp dealers to a little of their own 
medicine. "Not an instvnt." is their 
reply when a purchaser »<ks for time. | 
The Brooklyn decision will probably 
encourage a number of persons who 
have lost both their money and 
machines by such sharp practice to 
attempt to recover either the one or 
the other.

The Convention Question. 

Mr. Editor: Perhaps it would 
not be amiss to make a few suggess 
tions in regard to the preposed Con- 
vention. Well, beginning by en- 
quiry, is it safe to risk such an in- 
strument as the State Constitution 
in the hands ofparty so often. Some 
say that the present one under which 
we live, was made while we were 
under the bayonet. Well, so it was, 
so was the compromise or electoral 
commission, but it has brought out 
in full glory and force States Right 
Doctrine. So, some times, we di- 
rive good from evil, the present in- 
strument is a tolerably good one, 
only about one objection to it — the 
homestead law. For my part I 
can't see any benefit to be derived 
from a Convention. I think that it 
is not so much reform in the Con- 
stitution of the State, as it is the ob- 
ject to remove the Capitol, in fact 
what we might gain in a repeal in 
the homestead, we might lose in the 
effort to move the Capitol, that is 
one reason we object to the Conven 
tion. Next we hear our candidates 
cry out "reform," our members in the 
Legislature retrench, reform, until 
we think it cost the State a good deal 
for them to say reform. Show me, 
if reform was a nail, the first man 
that has hit it on the head. Alas, 
none. They always hit your pock- 
ets. Now the men speaking and 
begging to be elected as delegates 
are not the men to send, even if they 
do cry reform. Now, sir, tell me, 
can you stop extortion, can you 
protect the farmers, can you shave 
doctors bills, lawyers feeB or regulate 
the interest system? No, sir. You 
can cry out, "give me another chance 
at your stamps!" I fear that it is 
just such patriotism as this that 
clamors for Convention. It will cost 
the State something and heavy at 
that. Therefore let reform stop the 
Convention. The old adage, apply 
— "let good enough alone."

prisoners are extraordinarily filthy, 
and use all the means in their power 
to run the county to expense and to 
aggravate the officers in charge ot 
the same. 'We therefore, recoms 
mend that the Sheriff c. use the free 
use of lime and i hat the cells shall 
be thoroughly cleaned out one time, 
at least, per day, and we also, re- 
commend that the Sheriff be instruct- 
ed by our Commissioners to purs 
chase wheat straw and put it upon 
the floors ot the cells where the. pris 
oners are confined, and if these res 
commendations are not strictly <-om 
plied with, for the Sheriff to appoint 
a new jailor, that will, without fear 
or favor, carry out these suggest-, 
ions. We recommend, also, that the 
duty is strictly involved upon the 
Commissioners to visit the jail at 
each sitting of their body once per 
th, and that they use all d li- 
gence in their power for the protecs 
lion of this public, property and the 
comfort of the prisoners.

Sweeping along in i 
resist'ess fury it hurled ti ees, fenct 
etc., about like feathers, taking in its 
course the places of Mrs. Lav 
Jones, Dr. McTyre and Dixon Car- 
roll, lhe southern -wing played 
havoc, more or less, with the folh 
mg plantations: Mr. Craigmiles,' 
Dr. Bower's, Col. Wright's, M, 
M. Futch's, John Cochran's ant 
Messrs. Joshua and Caleb Carroll'* 
We learn from Squire Eagan that 
about the same hour on Sunday morn- 
ing the house of Mr. Pearce Clay, 
living six miles north of Cairo, was 
. lown down. His wife was engaged 
in cooking breakfast in the kitch' 
-t the time. The first place si 
found herself was in the garden, di 
tant twentystive or thirty yards. 
Miss Hester, a visitor, was crushed 
by the falling timbers in the houst 
and held until res'-ued some half 
hour afterwards by having the logi 
prized up. A heavy chair upon which 
she was sitting broke the force of 
the fall, and thus no doubt saved her 
life. Even the corn was blow 
through the cracks of the crib. A 
last accounts the unfortunate gen- 
tleman had not been able to find 
any of his fences. They are proba- 
bly landed somewhere up in Col- 
quitt."

The seller then 
kept advancing his price until a bar 
gain was struck at 57.00. Sambo 
solemnly promising to bring tli 
merchant his first bale of cotton t 
liquidate the debt. The shoes wet 
finally consigned to the box, and tl 
negro told to go out and bring $1.75 
cash, aad the coveted article should 
be his.

No matter 
what the price asked for an article, 
it is greedily bought if the seller will 
only "charge it." Can any people 
thus living prosper?
